Ad most of our knowledge of 


physiology has been acquired by 
observations upon ulmnls, we 
can learn much from the eating 
habits of anthropoid- apos espo. 
dally, who ara man's nearest 
relatives.' Hagenbeck, the ani- 
mal Importer, who Is especially 
familiar with th» eutlng habits 
of monkeys, «ny« "they are not 
very dainty In their appetites, 
but Ilka solid, homely food and 
devour It with great relish." I 
havo observed tho eating hsblt» 
of all monkeys except the gorll- 
Is, and I should substitute "eat'.' 
for "devour," which- suggests 
bolting. The monkey masticates 
thoroughly, when ho Is 'not In 
danger of Interruption op of hav- 
ing his food otolen.
